M orristown’s visions of a water 
works system will become a reality 
Monday, July 4th, when the event 
will be 
celebrated and the formal 
opening of the water works plant 
will take plaee. 
Agitation for a water system de­ 
veloped last fall after a disastrous 
fire had visited Morristown, 
and 
there was. no available water supply 
for protection. Citizens urged 
ac­ 
tion, and the town board got busy 
and contracted 
for a system 
to 
provide /fire protection, and 
also 
w ater for domestic use. 
A huge tank was erected at the 
east edge of the town, and 
above 
a good w ater well. The w ater 
is 
pumped into the tank, and the flow 
from the stand pipe supplies 
the 
pressure. Fire hydrants have 
been 
conveniently located throughout the 
town, and many people have 
con­ 
nected for domestic service. 
The 
town floated a bond issue for 
the 
improvement. 
All week the citizens of the town 
were asked to pile their rubbish and 
burnable refuse on a lot near the 
school building, and 
on 
Monday 
when the w ater works 
system 
is 
turned on, a m atch will be applied 
to the big heap, and the efficiency 
of the w ater works and fire depart­ 
ment will he tested. 
Carthage is also considering 
a 
w ater works plant and 
sentiment 
along that line was being obtained 
this week by members of the town 
board, and some definite action may 
he taken soon. 
Many towns do not have sufficient 
fire protection in the way of a w a­ 
ter supply, and many times 
the 
Rushville firemen have been called 
to towns but without water, all fire 
apparatus is of 110 
use. 
Towns 
equipping fire hydrants are urged bT* 
the state departm ent to standardize 
their hose connections, so that fire 
hose from outside communities us­ 
ing standard equipment, can offer 
help in time of need.

A law’ suit seeking to

ges Branch sewer is to pass. 
The law suit is a climax to a con­ 
troversy between the parties, and in 
which the city and the 
property 
owners were unable to agree 
upon 
the amount for a right-of-w ay 
for 
the new’ underground sew’er. 
The law suit alleges 
th at 
the 
proposed course of the sew’er will 
be a public necessity. 
A resolution 
condemning the real 
estate 
was 
passed by the city council at a spe­ 
cial meeting held Thursday 
night, 
when the final efforts 
to negotiate 
a right-of-w ay failed. 
The 
city 
attorney w’as instructed to bring the 
condemnation suit to secure the nec­ 
essary passage for the sew’er. 
Return 011 the suit filed, today will 
be made in court at a vacation hear­ 
ing July 30. The council has 
fixed 
August 2 as the date for hearing 
rem onstrances on 
the resolutioi* 
condemning the real estate. 
The law suit asks th at the court 
appoint appraisers and condemn the 
property so th at the sewer can 
be 
constructed without delay. The w’ork 
of laying the sewer is now 
under 
w’av and is rapidly approaching the 
real estate involved in the law’ suit. 
Two form er attem pts were 
made 
by the eitv council to adjust 
the 
difference. A rbitrators wer 
select­ 
ed to fix the damages, if any, 
to 
the property, one arbitrator to 
be 
selected by the city, one by the pro­ 
perty owmer, and these tw’o were to 
select a third arbitrator. Forms 
of

Denied a writ in 
the lower court, he appealed to th 
state supreme court, lie asked the 
.prison board for a ninety-day pa 
role for the purpose of completing 
the appeal of his motion for a new 
trial to the supreme court. 


Seeing' that his pica would prob- 


ably fail, he made charges of mis- 


. treatment which were investigated 
by the state board of charities. 
day the board of charities reported 
on its exhaustive investigation, ex- 
onerating the prison officials of the 
charges made by Stepiieuson. 
The 


prison board at the same time con- 
sidered htephenson's request for a 
parole and announced that it would 
not be granted. 


Stephenson was also 
permitted 


to be interviewed by a group 
of 


newspapermen and again his threat 
to tell of dark deeds by public offic- 
ials went up in smoke.
